On  Old  London  Bridge  fairs  were 
regularly  held;  the  same  structure 
provided  the  setting  for  chlvalrlc 
pastimes,  such  as  knightly  tourna* 
menu  and  feala  of  arms.  In  addi- 
tion. other  ceremonies  were  held 
there  to  mark  notable  national 
hapt>enlngs  and  to  celebrate  out- 
alandlng  events  in  the  lives  of  Im* 
poriAiit  personages. 

One  historic  occasion  followed  the 
Lnsit-ih  victory  at  Agincourt  il4L5>. 
To  greet  Ueiiry  V and  commemorate 
the  defeat  of  the  French,  the  Royal 
party  were  met  at  Blackheath  by  a 
concourse  of  20.000  people,  and  were 
given  a triumphal  reception  when 
they  reached  London  Bridge.

The  Falkland  Dependencies  are 
among  the  tnoet  remote  territories 
in  tile  Bnu.sh  colonial  empire.  They 
consist  of  a number  of  groups  of 
small  Islands  In  the  South  AtliuiUc. 
together  with  part  of  the  rnamland 
of  Uie  Antarctic  Comment.
